Her husband 
certainly gav e her reaso n to think so , 
fo r ho belo nged to that bro therho o d o f 
distinguished 
Englishmen o f 
letters 
who se do mestic unhappiness is almo st 
as famo us as their wo rks. 
By ro n Bui* 
wer, Buskin, Dickens, Carly le, Thack­ 
eray —ev ery o ne o f them unfo rtunate 
eno ugh to hav e the ro mance and charm 
o f life banished fro m their ho mes, and 
fo und o nly by the hearths and under 
the ro o fs o f the fictitio us families they 
created with their brains and pens. 
Add to this the irregularities o f the* 
marital relatio ns o f Geo rge Elio t and 
it is scarcely strange that any o ne sho uld 
imagine that a literary genius is a hard 
perso n to liv e with , 
This difficulty mav he due to sev eral 
causes. 
The genius is generally v ery 
busy , and is suppo sed no t to hav e- 
much leisure fo r his family . 
The ex ­ 
hausting nature o f his wo rk sets his 
nerv es to jarring, making him peev ish 
and irritable. 
He 
is 
praised 
and 
flattered by the public until he feels 
the ties o f do mestic life to be irkso me 
and its duties drudgery . 
B ut the ex perience o f distinguished 
literary men o n this side o f the At­ 
lantic directly co ntradicts this idea 
that genius and do mesticity are in­ 
co mpatible. 80 far fro m being un­ 
happy the marriages 
o f 
American 
literary men hav e been ideally happy . 
Fenimo re Co o per was blessed with a 
mo st no ble and sy mpathetic wife, to * 
who m he o wed no inco nsiderable de­ 
gree o f his literary success. 
The re­ 
cently published jo urnals and bio graphy 
o f Hawtho rne sho w that the unio n o t 
him self and wife was a ease o f lo v e at 
first sight, the perfect unity and sy m­ 
pathy o f which lasted 
until death 
parted them, and made their ho me a 
palace, as she herself called it in a 
letter to Lo ngfello w, when, referring 
to her husband’s death, she spo ke o f it 
as “ no lo nger a palace, since the King 
has left it.’’ 
Lo ngfello w’s o wn ho me 
was ano ther sanctuary where the in­ 
cense burned to genius did no t suf­ 
fo cate 01* into x icate a lo v ing heart. 
In 
110 ho me in the wo rld co uld there hav e 
been fo nder affectio n and sweeter de­ 
v o tio n than the busy scho lar, autho r, 
and teacher fo und time to besto w upo n, 
wife and children. 
Indeed, o ne canno t run o v er the list 
o f American literary men witho ut find­ 
ing there tender fathers and affectio n­ 
ate 
husbands. 
Emerso n, 
Ho lmes, 
Mo tley , Ho wells, 
Lo well, 
M arner, 
Mark Twain, Simms stand fo r all that 
is fine, pure, and peaceful in the do ­ 
mestic relatio ns. 
The reaso n fo r this difference be­ 
tween the distinguished literary men o f 
the two co untries is no t easy to co n­ 
jecture. 
It is all the less so , because 
it canno t be attributed as so many 
o ther differences are to the climate o f 
the two co untries. 
The 
mo ist and 
heav ier climate o f Great Britain is sup­ 
po sed to be so o thing and placating in its 
influence; while the harsh dry climate 
o f the United States has the discredit 
o f rasping the nerv es and putting the 
who le sy stem to a strained and tre­ 
mendo us tensio n. 
Perhaps this difference in the liv es o f 
literary men is merely accidental. Per­ 
haps it is due to the mo re pro no unced 
American habit o f difference to wo men 
and a mo re liberal ackno wledgment o f 
their indiv idual liberty in judgment 
and 
co nduct. 
American 
wiv es are 
mo re nearly co equal members o f the 
matrimo nial partnership. 
The man is 
less the head o f the ho useho ld, the wo ­ 
man allo wed to o rder her o wn life and 
her children’s liv es mo re freely than is 
permitted to the English wife. 
Ho wev er that may be, the happy do ­ 
mestic ex perience o f American literary 
men dispro v es the no tio n that a genius 
is hard to liv e with quite as emphatic­ 
ally as the unhappiness o f distinguished 
Englishmen seems to 
pro v e it.—

He willed the income of the 
estate to his wife during her life, and 
at her death three-fourths of the prop­ 
erty is g iv en to the white and colored 
schools of the place.

In su pport of this he had read extracts 
from his [I.ogan'sJ book, “ The G reat Uon- 
spiracy.” 
He said the sou thern sonators 
knew nothing of tho caso excopt w hat thoy 
bad read, and they come u p here and vote 
withou t reference to the facts (u nless thoy 
bad stu died them) ou t of sym pathy for 
Porter. 
Every m an restored by congress 
to the arm y after dismissal becau se of sym* 
pathy with tho rebellion hod fou nd Itepu l>- 
licans in congress to aid them. 
Tho proph 
» eies of a few years ago were coming tru e, 
the legislation of tho w ar was being re­ 
versed every day and by Repu blican votes, 
Dogarn then entered into an elaborate an ­ 
alysis of the m ilitary situ ation in Au g.

W as not tfa&t a Ucau tifu l 
telegram for a man to send a t tha t hou r, 
when a battle had been raging for seven 
hou rs after he had been repeatedly for three 
days ordered to send aid to l ope. I hu t was 
tho way Pope was treated. 
I ogan said he was ju stified in saying that 
there was a conspiracy against tha t man 
not to allow him to win a battle, and F it/ 
John Porter was part of it. 
Logan bad a 
prido in the array and in the g lo ry : and be­ 
fore be wou ld drag into the du st tho name 
of A braham Lincoln for tho sako of this 
crim inal, ho wou ld let his tongu o au d his 
arm become palsied. 
[Applau se 
in tho 
galleries.] 
The Union men were now tho men to 
kick, and enou gh Repu blicans wero fou nd 
to voto w ith Democrats u nder tha Con­ 
federate flag against tboir own i'-tg. 
W hile 
Repu blicans hero wero helping I 'cmocrats 
to pass bills like this there were bills giving 
pitifu l little j>ensions of $5 to £ 1 » a month 
to disabled soldiers of tho repu blic being 
vetoed by tho president.

i einstatem ent of Porter, ho said, was the 
beginning of an attem pt to rew rite the his­ 
tory of the Union arm y, and to pu t that 
which was disloyal above tha t which was 
loyal. 
This, said the senator, was ou r 
qu arrel, and the other side shou ld refrain 
from voting on i t 
Bu tler interposed to say that he had n« >t 
opened his m ou th du ring tho discu ssion, bu t 
that there was a point beyond which for- 
boarene© ceased to be a virtu e, and he pro­ 
tested and denou nced as absolu tely u ntru e 
the inu endo that sou thern men wero casting 
their votes to restore P orter becau se he 
was disloyal to tho Union. 
In any other 
foru m ho wou ld denou nco it as cowardly, 
and bo had listened for tho last tim e w ith­ 
ou t a t least a protest to those aspersions 
u pon the men from the sou th, w ho were sim­ 
ply doing their du ty as they u nderstood it.

before it reached Forty-third street

arou nd it on ev ery sida 
Here were proba­

Main track and from each

there are

trecks, many of them leading into

rou nd-hou *e, and, of cou rse, many switches. 
As the train reached this point the strikers 
with marv elou s dexterity darted right u n­ 
der the noses of the policemen, and in a 
twinkling threw a nu mber of the switches. 
The effect of this manoeu v re was disas­ 
trou s in the extrem a 
The train was ru n 
off—a car or two a t a time, and almost at 
the same instant, on a dozen different tracks 
and left in a most demoralized condition. 
The police made efforts to captu re the 
men who played tha trick, bu t only su c­ 
ceeded in catching two or three, and do not 
know ev en that they are the gu ilty onea 
After repeated efforts the attem pts of 
the officials to get the derailed train on the 
track were crowned with su ccess, and with 
the train broken into three sections and two 
of the cars badly dams gad, the attem pt to 
get ou t the train was tem porarily aban­ 
doned, the officials and a large portion of 
the crowd adjou rning to dinner. 
Abou t 4 o’clock thirty more imported 
switchmen were brou ght ou t to Forty-third 
street and an attem pt was made to start a 
train made u p of two engines with six cars 
and gu arded by ICO policemen. 
Abou t this 
time a Rock Island engine with a long train 
of flat cars came along. 
Abou t 300 climbed 
on the cars. 
Some one tu rned a switch 
and 
as a resu lt the 
cars following 
were thrown

Others of th* 
crowd 
leaped

the cars and pu lled ou t the conpling-pins, 
the brakes iu many of the cart were tight­ 
ened and th« crowd, satisfied with the 
damage done, lined u p the sides of the 
tracks for blocks. 
The Rock Island em­ 
ployes sat to work v aliantly and abou t 8 
o’clock had the obstru ctions almost entirely 
remov ed. 
The Lake Shore train got as far 
as Fifty-fir3t street and remained there u ntil 
11 o’clock, when it was backed down to the 
Forty first street yards. 
Abou t 9:30 at Fifty-first street a Rock 
Island freight train proceeded to side track 
for a following Lake Shore mail train. Some 
one threw a switch, and before the mail train 
engineer cou ld be signalled to stop, forty 
cars were stru ng in a zigzag fashion across 
the tra ks. 
At abou t the same time some 
other u nknown person ditched the engine 
and three cars of the mail train. 
The Lake 
Shore oflicials appeared on the grou nd to 
assist the Rock Island men, when they were 
greeted with a shower of bricks. A t mid­ 
night the place was cleared. 
It is expected that the strike will extend 
the whole length of the road.

A late number of the Pa ll Ma ll Ga zette 
states that the French Minister of Com­ 
merce has ap p rov ed ap ian for constructing 
at the nex t Ex p osition in Paris a colossal 
tower one thousand and ten feet high. 
It will be built entirely of iron, and rest 
up on four p illars. 
There is to be a gallery 
up on its summit with lunch, te le s c o p e s and 
p owerful field glasses for observ ation, tele­ 
p hones, and illumination at night by electnc 
light. 
There will l>e an elev ator to take p assen­ 
gers to the v ery top of the tower, and in 
clear weather the v iew will bo something 
nev er granted mortal before. 
The whole thing will cost one million 
dollars, oue fifth ot which w ill be furnished 
by the Gov ernment; the remainder will be 
pro v id ed bv p riv ate enterp rise. 
If a tower of one thousand feet high can 
be built and considered a p rofitable inv est­ 
ment, why cannot one ten thousand feet or 
oue hundred thousand feet high also be 
erected?

passage o f the current, and serv ing to 
heat the air as it passes to and fro ov er 
them. 


W i t h i n the last few y ears some at­ 
tention has been giv en to the diseases 
which are directly traceable to the in­ 
halation o f air charged w ith particles 
of dust. 
It is well that prev entiv e 
measures sho uld be taken in order to in­ 
sure protection to workmen against the 
injurious effects o f dust. 
The air in

creating a continual current o f air. 


S u p e r in te n d e n t o f M o tiv e P o w e r 
S c hlauks, o f the Illino is Central Rail­ 
road, uses the fo llo wing shop test of 
bo iler steel by drifting; 
A fiv e-eighths 
inch ho le is drilled in one corner o f a 
piece fiv e-eighths of an inch from each 
side and then drifted out. If the hole can 
be enlarged to one 
and one-fourth 
inches when the crack has just o pened 
from the side to the ho le, it is good 
material. A fiv e-eighths inch ho le in the 
center of a piece three and o ne-lialf 
inches wide sho uld drift out to two and 
one-half inches to two and one-fourth

If the drifts be short and blunt 
and the hammer six teen or eighteen 
pounds, the enlargement of tlie ho le at 
each blow is so instantaneo us that the 
strain ex ceeds the strength of tlie steel, 
and ev en co pper under these circum­ 
stances may be broken befo re it has 
drifted o ne-six teenth of an inch. 
With 
light hammer and drifts, as described, a

THE HEIGHT OF TIDES. 
The great tidal wave which makes 
nearly two complete circuits of the 
globe every twenty-four hours, is very 
slight in mid-ocean, but increases in 
height in traversing shallow sound­ 
ings, and is still further augment­ 
ed by converging coast lines. 
The 
eastern coast of North America has as 
laid down by Beche, a great “ southern 
bay” between Florida and Cape 
teras, a “ middle bay 
and Nantucket, and 
north of Nantucket; and, while at 
Southern Florida the tide is one to 
one and a half feet, at Cape Hatteras 
two feet, at Southeastern Nantucket 
only one foot, the height within the 
“ southern bay,” at Savannah, is seven 
feet, in the “ middle” at the entrance of 
New York Bay, five feet, and in the 
“ eaetern,” at Boston, ten feet, and in 
the narrow Bay of Fundy from forty 
to seventy feet. 
This will give the 
reader a clear idea, we hope, of the 
tides on the Atlantic coast of this 
country.

The shroud w,;s well 
preserved, as was also the coffin.

That woman is endowed with a more

TORTURE OF A “ 8 CAPE-GOAT.” 


Go o d Friday*« K epenta nce In M exico — 
Punishing the W ickedest M ae. 
Once a y ear, on Good Friday , the Mexi­ 
cans select a victim for the whip p ing, and 
sometimes more than one 
The selection is 
made by taking the worst one of the lo t 
This is determined by all making a con­ 
fession before a p riest of the y ear’s mis­ 
deeds, and the one decided to be the worst 
•inner is selected at a sort of “scap e-goat” to 
bear the torture. 
The m arty r is p rep ared a t the church by 
being strip p ed nearly naked and by being 
p ray ed for. 
Then he is made to carry 
heavy cross full ten feet high, with the cross 
arm of five or six feet in length, and made 
of wood six to eight inches in diameter. He 
carries this cross for a considerable dis­ 
tance to a p lace » elected for the p urp ose, 
where there is another larger cross erected. 
Arriving at the up right crow, he carries his 
cross around it and Is than p ermitted to lay 
it down. 
Here the business takes a tu rn not 
quite so agreeable to the candidate, for he 
finds a crowd of worship ers surrounding him. 
Two of theee worship ers arejarmed with large 
cactus bushes of what is commonly called 
“tree cactus” or “cane cactus,” on ac­ 
count of its being used to make walking 
■ticks of. 
This cactus grows to the hight of 
three or four feet and is armed with thou 
rand* of needle-like sp ines fully an inch 
long. 
The main stalk is as largo as a m an’s 
wrist at tho ground, branching off as it 
rises, and each branch having many lateral 
branches from three to five inches in length, 
all fully armed with needle-like thorns, 
which are very p oisonous, the p rick caus 
ing very p ainful, festering wounds in a short 
time. 
Seizing one of the cactus bushes by tbo 
bu tt and which has been trimmed for the p ur­ 
p ose, two begin the ceremony by striking 
the candidate on the naked back and march 
ing him around the cross, the rest keep ing 
up a continuous shouting and singing, with 
music by a sort of wind instrument. 
Hav 
ing whip p ed him around until their bushes 
are broken up , they form a p rocession and 
march him back to the church door, where 
he is stop p ed. 
Here, with sticks like laths, 
the 
adhering p ieces of the 
cactus 
are 
scrap ed off of him and p laced on the ground 
in the door where he is next to enter, walk­ 
ing barefoot on the p ieces of cactus. 
After 
this the victim is allowed to be taken to his 
home to get well, or die, as the case may be. 
He is not allowed to p ull out the thorns un­ 
til they come out by festering, and it fre­ 
quently occurs th at six or eight months 
elap ee before he recovers. 
I went to see one of these ceremonies 
through curiosity , and I am not curious 
enough to go to see another. The sight of the 
bleeding victim, subject to a tortu re that 
far exceeds burning a t the stake, is no a t­ 
traction to me,though the p oor victim never 
uttered a single groan 
during 
the 
p er
